This summer I went to Mex- 
ico with a group of eight 
young people who had in com- 
mon an interest in another 
way of life. We wanted to see 
Mexico, not as tourists, but 
through the minds and hearts 
of the Mexican people. 

Our group was organized by 
Marion Adams, National Di- 
rector of The Experiment in 
International Living, which 
has been growing in Canada 
over the past two years, with 
the aid of the headquarters 
in Putney, Vermont. In the 
group were four from Ottawa, 
one a teacher from Kirkland 
Lake, one from Oshawa, and 
one from Montreal. Miss Ad- 
ams made up the eighth. 

After a long 100-hour bus 
ride, we arrived in Mexico 
City, tired and incredibly dir- 
ty. From the moment of our 
arrival we were royally look- 
ed after by Mexican friends 
of the Experiment, who took 
us to our pension and later 
out to eat in style. 

Really, the red carpet treat- 
ment continued the whole time 
we were in Mexico - every- 
one was so good to us. It 
was a friendly kind of red 
carpet, without formalities, 
warm and natural. 

We took a bus from Mexico 



City to Toluca, about an hour.' s 
climb through the Sierra Ma- 
dr^ Mountains. We had been 
warned about the reception 
we'd be getting, so we were 
prepared for the band and the 
television cameras and bou- 
quets of roses, and for the 
mass of people from whom 
we had to sort out the fam- 
ilies with whom we would be 
staying. 

We really couldn't have been 
given nicer families. Our To- 
luca homes were mostly big- 
ger than those we had left 
in Canada, with one or two 
tiled patios or courtyards fill- 
ed with flowers. About the

only thing they lacked was 
central heating that's not a 
joke, because at an altitude 
of 8,500 feet it does get cold 
even in summer. We all wish- 
ed we had brought fewer flim- 
sy summer cottons and more 
winter woolliesl 

One of the questions we 
are asked most often concerns 
the food. The Mexican meal 
hours are more sensible than 
ours, being more evenly spac- 
ed, breakfast, then an enor- 
mous dinner about two in the 
afternoon, and supper around 
nine. At first it seemed a 
long time to wait, but it was 
worth it. 

Dinner usually had at least 
five courses, with meat or 
vegetables in savory sauces 
(usually hot or "plcanto' with 
chile) and baskets of tortil- 
las, the flat corn bread that 
they call "the spoon that you 
eat". Five hours after fin- 
ishing such a meal I usually 
didn't feel the need of more 
than a "taco" or two, "caf6 
con leche" and a sweet roll 
or crusty "bolillo". 

It was with some reserva- 
tions, chiefly doubts about our 
own capabilities, that we be- 
gan our programme of social 
work in San Pedro Tultepec, 
a village of 2,500 a few kilo- 
meters from Toluca. We were 
eager to see and experience 
another side of Mexico, the 
life of the rural communities, 
and there could have been 
no better way, I feel, than 
to have the opportunity, as 
we did, to work with the peo- 
ple of a 'pueblo*, being ri^^ - 
to share in their plans, their 
frustrations and their a- 
chlevements. 

But I admit it was a cou- 
ple of weeks before I began 
to feel we had a chance of 
accomplishing this. 

We came to San Pedro 
"green", after three days of 
orientation by officials of the 
Department of Agriculture of 
the State, and having had only 
a week in Mexico and speak- 
ing pitifully little Spanish. 

We would drive out to the 
village every weekday morn- 
ing in a government truck, 
returning about two for the 
midday meal and the rest of 
the day with our "families".

the help of the villagers and 
forgot for a while that there 
were Canadians around we 
could speak English to. 

We had plenty of help, right 

programme, from a group of 
four American Experimenters 
who were also living in To- 
luca, and from the staff of 
a student newspaper, "El Ni- 
gromante". a group of about 
twenty boys from the State 
University at Toluca. 

These boys would take what 
time they could between clas- 
ses to take the bus to the 
village and help with the con- 
struction work, or planting 
trees, or to hold a "clase 
de alf abetizacion" . 

We had one hectic week 
preparing for the official clos- 
ing, which was the highlight 
of the programme for the 
villagers. We stayed to W9rk 
the whole day all that week, 
planting trees like mad; 
scouring, re-roofing, patching 
and finally painting the old 
school that had served as our 
headquarters, so that it could 
be equipped with electricity 
and used as a community cen- 
tre after we were gone. 

When we returned to the 
village the Monday after the 
closing ceremony, a religious 
fiesta was in progress, and 
our San Pedro friends didn't 
need to work too hard to per- 
suade us to go with them. 

As we made our way between 
the arches of flowers and the 
stands of fruit and candy and 
cakes, we were greeted on all 
sides by friendly faces 

I think that in our hearts 
that was what we cherished 
most - more than the grand 
formalities of the closing. 

Now, as we settle back into 
the Canadian routine, our 
thoughts still turn to that love- 
ly country in the south, and 
all we can talk about is - 
Mexico. 
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talent that has come fresh to 
Mac this year. First Year 
Teachers took top honours 
with a take-off on a perfect 
subject - Registration. Two 
very good music groups and 
several amusing skits were 
presented during the evening. 

The high point of the week 
was really reached Saturday 
night with a Mix and Match 
dance arranged by the Dance 
Committee. During the break, 
the frosh got a second chance 
to meet their Students Council 
and Activities leaders.

Sunday night movies, and with 
this happy ending a good full 
week came to a close. 

Now that the new students 
have this Orientation behind 
them, we hope they have been 
enabled to gain insight into 
College life and the many ac- 
tivities and opportunities open 
to them. Will Orientation Week 
have made them ready, wil- 
ling and able to take an ac- 
tive part in College activities 
and thus get the most out of 
their years at Macdonald?
